Thore’ has boon a good deal of quict-talk 
.of ate ‘aboyt_the_obibructions_in the’ 
Southern Reach of tho Canton river."Some 
porsons asserted that tho heary floods had 
washed away the barriers, and it was now 
possible for coasting atsamers to approach 
Canton. The opsn seort we shoktd ima- 
gina has reached the ears of the ‘Viooroy, 
for stones are again being sunk at tho bar- 
rier. I hear on good authority that over 4 
hundred junk-loads have been suuk al- 
ready, and that the work is proceeding at 
the rate of thirty junt-loads a-day, We 
prosume that this piece of work has been 
initiated by the Vicoroy out. of sheor 
opposition to the forcigner. I bolisve 
no official notice has bean given to the 
various Consuls respecting this unwarrant- 
ed and unprecedented proceeding. That 
any nation should he allowod-to block the 
water-way leading to a treaty port in a, 
time of peace is o thing that rather puzzles 
us, It will be intresting to know whether 
His Excellency is acting under orders from 
Peking, or is simply satisfying a personal 
whim. Ifthe latter, the best way out of 
the difficulty would ba to make His Vice- 
Royal Majesty clear all obstructions away 
at his own expanse. . '

to be caused by the negligence of the Cap- 
tain of the Hermann, was heard this after- 
noon. Mr Leach, instructed by Mr Mossop, 
appeared for tho plaintiffs ; and the Acting 
Attorney General instructed-by Mr Wilson 
of Messrs ‘Wotton & Deacon, sppeared for 
the defence. -
